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F HITLER, Mussolini and Hirohito 
were put into a basket like a litter 
of kittens and dropped to the bot- 
tom of the ocean tomorrow would 
peace be restored to the world? 
Our newspapers and radios would 
lead us to believe that these na- 
tional leaders are responsible for 
the trying conditions in the world today. We hear 
much talk of fighting 'Hitlerism.' Is there any such 
existing force or is it another red herring being 
dragged across the path of the real enemy? 

Hitler was a tool for a group of designing mer- 
chants who seized upon the confusion and despera- 
tion of the people suffering the economic repercus- 
sions of World War I as an opportunity for large- 
scale racketeering. Their uneducated, rabble-rous- 
ing painter had all the pre-requisites for a political 
stooge. He used a new version of a tri-cornered 
philosophy that has managed to hold back progress 
since the first recording of history. This includes 
the concept of a chosen people, a divine leader 
come to lead them out of their dilemma and a 
scapegoat upon which to blame their troubles. Thus 
the Aryans, who, biologically do not constitute a 
race at all, were named the chosen people, Hitler 
was called upon by God to be their leader (being 
divine he could do no wrong) and the lews were 
the scape goats, — upon them could all of the suffer- 
ing and the hardships of the German people be 
laid. When things became intolerable there was 
someone to look down upon, someone to persecute, 
which postponed looking for the real cause. What 



the munition makers, the bankers, the patent- 
holders did not take into consideration was that this 
movement for world domination led by the neurotic 
little painter might get out of control and endanger 
even their own security. 

Speaking different tongues, their cultures as 
far apart as the four winds, yet how similar are the 
methods used by all nations and groups who seek 
to hold back progress and maintain the status quo! 
Mussolini has maintained power in Italy only so 
long as he kept intact the consolidation of church 
and state. Japan has another spiritual oligarchy — 
a divine emperor conceived of God. It is 'an honor 
to die for the Fuehrer, the Emperor.' Be it feathered 
with a swastika, a sarong or wall-street ticker tape 
it can have only one name — FASCISM and it smells 
the same! 

Fascism stands for the freezing of social change, 
for education by rote, barring the scientific spirit 
of investigation; it stands for ignorance and super- 
stition, for brawn over brains; it stands for a civili- 
zation based on HUMAN TOIL AND HAND TOOLS. 

Our enemy is a united European and Asiatic fas- 
cism which seeks military domination of the world 
in order to perpetuate the production of physical 
wealth by human. toil and hand methods. Only by 
upholding all the values of scarcity and toil may 
the demigods retain their pedestals, for it is only a 
people held down to a low standard of living and 
weary with toil who may be kept in fear and sub- 
jection. 
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9 Our enemy is a united European and Asiatic 
fascism armed with goods from the allied nations. 
Gas rationing exists in North America while Japan's 
storage tanks lie glutted with oil from American 
wells. All these years we have been preparing the 
enemy and calling it 'world trade.' How much of 
this produce was used to enhance the standard of 
living of the Japanese coolie or the European peas- 
ant? Your answer lies in facing the fact that our 
production has helped to prepare the most carefully 
planned and best equipped military machine in his- 
tory, — backed up with warehouses stored with food, 
— AMERCAN food, — enough reserves, the Japanese 
leaders boast, to carry on this war of aggression 
for 50 years! 

You sit with your family at home listening to the 
news broadcasts and are thankful to be an Amer- 
ican. You say you are willing to die to preserve 
the American Way of Life. In want of better words 
to express what you feel you call it 'freedom' and 
'liberty.' Lest we Americans become confused we 
had better face realistically for what we are fight- 
ing. We are fighting for a sewage system, that, if 
it were destroyed, would let loose disease and pes- 
tilence that would soon wipe out, not only our city, 
but sweep on to others carrying a wave of destruc- 
tion. We are fighting for our electric light and 
power that we have become dependent on at our 
every move, for our electric refrigerator and vacuum 
cleaner and all of the countless electrically moti- 
vated devices that serve us and release our time 
for other pursuits. We are fighting for our modern 
trolley system which allows us to step outside our 
door and be transported to our chosen destination 
within a few minutes. We are fighting for all of the 
scientific development, the invention that has re- 
leased our abundant resources, that has eliminated 
hand toil and made brains the conquerer. We 
are fighting for these things not only because they 
enhance our standard of living and save us labor, 
but because WITHOUT THE TECHNOLOGICAL 
PROCESSES, THE MASS PRODUCTION METHODS 
A LARGE PERCENTAGE OF OUR POPULATION 
COULD NOT EXIST. 

You think you would not mind 'going back,' that 
you could do without labor saving devices. If it 
were only as simple as that! Does it mean any- 
thing to you that America has the highest rate of 
energy conversion per person of any country in the 
world? Not much, until you realize that it is this 



fact that allows a major portion of the people to go 
on living on this North American Continent today, 
that there is only one way America can go back 
and that is through a drastic reduction in our popu- 
lation. 
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When your Grandfather's well went dry he 
hauled water from the next farm at considerable 
inconvenience. Picture the principal water main in 
a large city broken! — New York City destroyed in a 
few hours by fire, sanitation systems in huge apart- 
ment houses stopped! Famine would begin in 
twenty-four hours in any of our large cities were 
the distribution systems into the city blocked. Pic- 
ture the chaos resulting from the termination of 
power facilities in a metropolitan area! It is by 
these very technological processes that we live. 
They are the beating pulse that keeps America 
alive. 

9 Remember that the talk of going back can only 
mean the acceptance of the terms of the fascist 
enemy, and let us not forget that there are those 
who conspire treason within our own country, — 
who put selfish business interests ahead of the pro- 
duction of synthetic products vital for the war ef- 
fort, who would conscript labor and hold men and 
women in their power, moving them about as fig- 
ures in a chess game, and who would send our 
men out to die on the battle fields while they en- 
gage in war profiteering at home. 
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Fascism is the enemy, fascism armed with the 
largest, most highly trained and best equipped mil- 
itary machine in history. If we are to win this war 
we must face the physical facts that must deter- 
mine the organization of the war effort on this Con- 
tinent. No longer is the military a thing apart from 
the national existence. The days of Napoleon when 
one civilian was required at home to maintain two 
soldiers in the field are gone. Today fifteen men 
equipped with the best machinery must work to 
maintain one soldier! Can anyone you know be 
considered a non-participant in this war? Is there 
any part of the civilian population that is not af- 
fected? This is TOTAL WAR. The entire nation 
constitutes the war machine. The control devices 
used on the Model T Ford could not be adapted to 
fly a super bomber today. The effort to adopt our 
political and business controls to direct this war 
machine is creating a confusion never before ex- 
perienced in history. The defense of America de- 
mands the total mobilization of this Continent, — To- 
tal Conscription of men, machines, materiel and 
money with service from all and profit to none. 
Americans, unite! What are personal prestige, prof- 
its or position going to matter if we lose this — our 
heritage and our future? Face the enemy with the 
realization that never have a people had so much 
to fight for, that we, and we alone, are the guardi- 
ans of the progress of mankind, — that no combina- 
tion of fascist enemies shall block this progress or 
stop the social change that is bringing this Conti- 
nent toward the greatest civilization ever dreamed 
of by man.

It 
will mean that everyone will be placed on the same 
basis as the man in the trenches with a guarantee 
of equal standards of food, clothing, housing and 
health service and the same basic pay. This, and 
this alone, will defeat the fascist enemy and bring 
a victorious peace that means the keeping of the 
American Way of Life.

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OR the past few months, over radio net- 
works and in the columns of the daily 
press we have been constantly ha- 
rangued, admonished and exhorted 
about the urgent need for unity of ef- 
fort toward winning the war. But the net result of 
all the excessive output of hot air has been very 
meager to date. Like Mark Twain once said about 
the weather, 'Everyone talks about it but no one 
does much about it/ 



Not long ago we saw a classic example of a new 
high in maudlin, sentimental aproach — the typical 
emotional appeal so frequently resorted to by busi- 
ness and politics. In March the newspapers pub- 
lished a picture of Donald Nelson of the War Pro- 
duction Board — he of the cherubic countenance — 



posing benignly with William Green of the A. F. of 
L. and Phillip Murray of the C. I. O. under tlhis 
motto framed on the wall behind them, 'We are 
Fighting the Axis, Not Each Other.' Apparently the 
motto was intended to apply chiefly to others as the 
past six months has seen almost constant friction 
and fighting between factions within the ranks of 
labor and between various government bureaus. 

The bickering and dissension amongst W P B of- 
ficials and the constant friction between the W P B 
and other government bodies makes a tangle of 
Kilkenny cats and strange bulldogs look like a cou- 
ple of week old kittens in comparison. A few ex- 
amples will be cited to show the lack of unity in 
high places which is causing shortages of materials 
and handicappipng our entire effort toward win- 
ning the war. 
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• 'DEPARTMENTAL ROWS HURT WAR EFFORT' 
was the title of the 'Washington Merry-Go-Round' 
column on May 18. Messrs. Pearson and Allen 
showed how jurisdictional fights between various 
government bureaus were carried on in which pres- 
tige of personal vanity were often the sole issue 
between rival bureaucrats. It was also shown how 
the State Department fought the Rockefeller Com- 
mittee in spreading propaganda in South America. 
Each of these groups fought each other bitterly for 
weeks until they finally united against what they 
believed was their common enemy, the Donovan 
Committee, which had been trying to cut in on 
their jealously guarded prerogative of sending short 
wave propaganda broadcasts to South America. 

• Reference was also made to the quarrel between 
the justice and treasury department as to which 
should handle alien property. That one lasted so 
long thart it DELAYED SEIZURE OF CERTAIN IM- 
PORTANT GERMAN PATENTS. Another jurisdic- 
tional fight mentioned was the one between the 
state department, the Bureau of Economic Warfare 
and the justice department regarding who should 
prosecute violators of the blacklist. That row be- 
tween Mr. Wallace and Secretary of the State Hull 
dragged along without any prosecutions until some 
companies were practically ignoring the blacklist. 
Such feuds between highly placed government of- 
ficials may result in our getting less rubber from 
Brazil and less of tin and other vital materials from 
Latin America. 

• Later the same source informed us that the Man 
Power Board, under the direction of Paul McNutt, 
had been split by bitter dissension for weeks, re- 
sulting in a chaotic condition existing within that 
organization which should enter so vitally into our 
war effort. 

• Technocracy Inc. salutes Drew Pearson and Rob- 
ert Allen for their splendid example of courageous 
journalism for the past three years since the war 
started in Europe in spite of the many Price System 
handicaps toward presenting the American people 
with the facts. 

• As late as August 8 we were told through the 
press that the W P B was still being rent asunder 
by bitter quarrels between top flight officials and 
lesser executives over the method of conducting tne 
so-called patriotic campaign of getting housewives 



to save tin cans. We were told that a large per- 
centage of the tin cans being collected was going to 
some brewing companies and to certain soft drink 
bottling companies. Also that the lesser officials of 
the W P B were very angry over the stand of their 
superiors and felt that the entire conservation pro- 
gram might be wrecked by their business as usual 
policy. 

• The handling — or mis-handling of the gas ration- 
ing program is another flagrant example of aston- 
ishing lack of unity. If the results were not so po- 
tentially tragic the feud between Leon Henderson, 
head of the O P A and Petroleum Coordinator Ha- 
rold Ickes would appear quite ludicrous. Here we 
have the disgraceful spectacle of two highly placed 
government officials — supposedly mature men — act- 
ing like two small school boys scratching and kick- 
ing each other over the possession of a new toy. 
One day the headlines shout, 'Nation is Faced With 
a Gas Shortage,' and the next day from an equally 
official source comes the blithe assurance, 'No Gas 
Shortage in Sight — Rationing Not Necessary.' 

$ Is it any wonder that the average man becomes 
hopelessly confused and is apt to exclaim, as Mer- 
cutio did to the Montagues and Capulets, 'A Plague 
on Both' Your Houses'? 

• Yet the majority of people are truly sincere in 
seeking some semblance of unity and their search 
may be described in this rhyming couplet: 'They 
seek it here, they seek it there. 

In short, they seek it everywhere/ 

• Ask yourself these questions: 

• Have all the strenuous efforts put forth in follow- 
ing the emotional approach — the stentorian bellow- 
ings of politicians who are anxious to keep their 
big, fat jobs — the raucous ravings of big business 
asking to be saved from some terrible fate by gov- 
ernment subsidies — or the plaintive pleadings of 
the little business man to get his share of profits 
— produced any semblance of real unity of effort? 

• Have they not instead proven entirely abortive 
and thus shown the utter futility of a sentimental 
or emotional appeal? 

• Have they not conclusively proven to you the 
folly of continuing your search along the highways 
and byways of business and politics?

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ET us go back about a year and 
have a look at figures of some of 
the materials that have gone from 
America to Japan; some never to 
return, others to come back in the 
form of bombs and bullets. 

• Some of the total sales are 
(From the June 20, 1941 Congres- 
sional Record) 'During 1940 the United States ex- 
ported to Japan: Rubber scrap — 51,000,000 lbs., 
Trucks— 7,600, Cotton 32,000 bales, Artificial abra- 
sives— 10,700,000 lbs., Steel rods and bars — 254,- 
091,000 lbs., Scrap steel, sheets, rods and tin plates 
— 367,000,000 lbs., Refined and scrap copper — 
241,000,000 lbs., Zinc— 28,000,000 lbs., Nickel and 
monel 3,700,000 lbs., Borax 23,271,000 lbs.' 

In 1940 this selling to the enemy was called good 
business by Big Business and Politics. One won- 
ders if they still think it is good business in 1942? 
There is one thing certain, Mr. and Mrs. average 
American knows that it wasn't, with these huge 
amounts of useful war materials going out of the 
country to be used against us, and then being 
asked to save and collect more scrap iron and scrap 
rubber for our own industries. 

Protests by the thousands went to Washington 
to have this traffic of materials stopped, but no 
heed was taken; business first and the security of 
Americans secondary. Is it not ironical? But of 
course, wars are like poker games — all the players 
have to have chips in order to get into the game. 

Oh yes! Of course Japan needed oil too, for 
three years previous to November 1941 United 
States has sold 25,000,000 barels of oil yearly to Ja- 
pan. In May 1941 it was officially announced that 
one British and one American oil company made 
an agreement with the Japanese government to buy 
1,800,000 tons of petroleum from the Dutch East In- 
dies fields for the ensuing year, an increase of 350 
percent over the previous year. 

There are a lot more valuable and irreplaceable 
materials that have gone to the fascist powers but 
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this should be sufficient to show what a 'boomer- 
ang' it has been to us here in America. We have 
and are still paying for it. 

• Regardless of our past mistakes we have a war 
to win. How may we do the most good with the 
materials at hand to subdue our fascist agressors 
abroad and our pro-fascist enemies at home? 

• Technocracy states most emphatically that the 
TOTAL CONSCRIPTION of men, machines, materiel 
and money with service from all and profit to none 
can and will win this war. 

Technocrats are for the saving of scrap rubber, 
iron, tin, zinc, lead, oil and other material for the 
security and benefit of America and its citizens. 

• You may ask how Total Conscription will have 
any effect on winning a war? Or isn't private ini- 
tiative the answer to victory? Well how is an army 
raised? Does the war department wait until some 
join and call this enough? Of course they don't. 

• Let us for example take the manufacture of syn- 
thetic rubber, as rubber is one of the most pressing 
needs of to-day; and who wouldn't like to have a 
new tire, or perhaps a set of tires? 

• There are to-day in America at least three great 
factions who do a lot of talking but never acts; ex- 
cept to benefit themselves. The oil companies have 
their method of manufacturing synthetic rubber 
from oil. The Agriculturist wants rubber made 
from surplus wheat, corn, cull potatoes, fruits, etc. 
But the Alcohol Distiller who has a louder voice 
and more pressure says, 'No, the farmer must not 
go into the distilling business; that is MY business.' 
Consequently we have no synthetic rubber. 

• If total conscription were installed, here is what 
would be done in this case:

9 What we need now is a zipper to co-ordinate all 
our resources and our efforts as smoothly as a zip- 
per co-ordinates the two edges of our travelling 
bags. But we don't have 50 years to get started at 
this job — in fact, the time we have can be measured 
only in weeks and months, and we don't have too 
many of them. 

• Technocracy's plan for total conscription of men, 
machines, materiel and money, with service from 
all and profits to none, is the zipper we need to co- 



ordinate all our efforts into a smoothly running 
mechanism to win the war in the shortest possible 
time with a minimum wasteage of lives and re- 
sources. Time has proven that the present chaotic 
lack of planning, political interference, the mad 
scramble for profits, and all the other amazing con- 
fusion into which we have permitted ourselves to 
be led, are incapable of making the progress which 
is necessary to win the war or the peace to follow. 
We can't expect our boys to put their hearts into 
their training or fighting when they know that the 
majority of the people whom they are defending 
are waxing fat on war wages and falling all over 
themselves to get war contracts. Woula you? 

If Technocracy's plan were put into effect imme- 
diately we would see all our great population work- 
ing with concerted enthusiasm, as effortlessly and 
smoothly as that zipper we mentioned, to put all 
of our resources and energy into one gigantic war 
macnine which would overwhelm our enemies and 
compel the respect of our friends. A compara- 
tively short time would be needed to get this ma- 
chine into a real 'all out' effort which would win 
the war in short order and save the lives of millions 
of our young men and women.

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942 and America is about to harvest 
one of the largest crops in history; 
enough to assure second helpings of 
meats, bread, potatoes and all the 
trimmings for the United Nations in the 
coming years, according to a news 
release from Chicago July 20th. 

• Reports from all parts of the na- 
tion show record harvests of wheat, corn, oats, 
fruits, hogs and other products. 

Elevators and warehouses in the midwest and 
southwest have swollen to bursting with wheat 
while the nation has a carry over of 630,000,000 
bushels. 

A farmer in Kansas used his parlor to store his 
wheat while his furniture was left out in the yard 
at the mercy of the elements. A hotel in Texas was 
used as an elevator. 

The following are some of the estimates of the 
Dept. of Agriculture on crops for the season of 1942 
to be harvested 2,627,823,000 bushels of corn, 
1,300,000,000 bushels of oats, and 105,000,000 hogs 
for market in 1942 or an increase of 25,000,000 over 
1941. 



Yes, we have some sugar also. The Imperial 
Sugar Refinery of Sugarland, Texas, had 20,000,000 
pounds of refined sugar stacked in their warehouses 
on June 21, 1942, and had to shut down until July 
6th, although they had plenty of raw sugar on hand. 
This was blamed to rationing, according to M. C. 
Thompson, the general manager of said company. 
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>"ol only there but in New York refiners are shut 
down because their warehouses are stuffed with 
sugar which cannot move, and in Chicago and west 
territories the product is backing up on the grinders 
and beet processors, which in turn reverts to the 
sugar beet farmer. It is one vicious circle; down in 
California the sugar beet farmer had to plow under 
his acreage because he couldn't get the necessary 
help to care for them. 

• The sugar rationing system has been so snarled 
by muddled bureaucrats that many thrifty house- 
wives never bothered to get sugar or can't buy the 
fruits and berries that are so vital to the health of 
their families. Driving miles, using gasoline and 
rubber besides going through a lot of red tape to 
get their sugar allotments does not set so well with 
the husbandman, the result is berries and fruits are 
left to decay on the trees while families go without. 
Smart, isn't it? 

• The farmers of Western Washington were blessed 
with one of the largest hay crops ever produced, 
yet thousands of tons of hay spoiled and is unfit for 
cattle consumption, due to lack of help. Mr. Farmer 
had to let his own hay go and help his neighbor 
whose sons had gone to the army. The rains came 
as they so often do in Western Washington and 
lasted for well over a week. This plus labor short- 
age has already started to have its effect; many 
fine dairy cattle that should be producing have 
been sold and many more will have to go for lack 
of feed. Mr. Farmer, if you have to buy hay this 
winter, kiss your milk profits good-bye — IF (?) you 
had any. 

• The year 1942 has so far seen more money 
earned per capita than ever before and less goods 
to buy for it. Apparently a new method of distri- 
bution of this abundance found in America is 
needed. 

• It reminds one of the stories of a couple of kings, 
namely Midas of Greek mythology who wished 
that everything he touched might turn to gold, and 
even his food did turn to gold. In contrast with 
king Solomon who wished for wisdom and with 
wisdom became wealthy. 

• The wealth of America lies in the ability of its 
citizens to produce and consume America's abund- 
ance, not in the gold buried in Kentucky which is 
useless. Are we Americans going to choose wisely? 
Or are we going to stumble along wishing for some- 
thing better?

LOOM-c ompelling to fact- 
conscious Americans as the 
news of the German advance 
in Russia was the less publi- 
cized accumulating record 
during the past month of tech- 
nological frustrations and de- 
feats on the home front. What 



almost no one had believed could happpen in 
mass-production America is apparently true. There 
is a steel shortage as well as a rubber shortage. 

• For lack of steel: the Maritime Commission con- 
celled Andrew Higgins' New Orleans contract for 
200 Libedty ships; Henry Kaiser's Oregon shipyard 
produced five fewer ships in June than its full ca- 
pacity; Walter Chrysler's Detroit tank arsenal may 
have to shut down in a few weeks; many Lend- 
Lease allotments have been cut 50% (Source: Time, 
July 27). 

• How could this be when the U. S. has nearly 
50% of the world's steel capacity? 

• First, because the steel industry is conservatively 
estimated at 5,000,000 ingot tons below full capacity 
this year — partly due to the shortage of scrap (yes, 
the stuff we so generously shipped to Japan). Sec- 
ond, because the WPB had no way of keeping tab 
on where the steel was going until the Production 
Requirements Plan was set up on July 1, and there- 
fore cannot account for what happened to a large 
part of the 85,000,000 tons produced in the past 
year. (It's no wonder then that a Higgins official 
testified before the Truman Committee that Higgins 
thought he could obtain steel for ships on the 'black 
market.') Third, the War Manpower Commission's 
statisticians claim that 200,000 tons a month could 
have been saved from the overly steel-lavish con- 
struction of barracks, warehouses, etc. This year's 
$14,000,000,000 building program is devouring 
12% of America's steel-plate capacity and 36% of 
its structural shapes — some 11,000,000 tons (half for

Army camps and bases). Fourth, too much steel 
is still going into warships for 1946. 

• The answer to this problem is the same as to 
all others that plague the war effort: Total Con- 
scription, immediately, of men, machines, materiel, 
and money. With the resultant centralized control 
and over-all planning of business and industry, 
every ounce of metal will be put where it will do 
the facsist enemy the most harm.

'Only air power can carry an offensive war to the 
enemy, and only the offensive can win the war. 

'NORWAY: Hitler's invasion of Norway in defi- 
ance of Great Britain's overwhelming naval might 
gave traditional naval strategists THEIR FIRST 
REAL JOLT OF THE WAR.*** In initial skirmishes 
the British fleet inflicted notable damage on Ger- 
many's small navy, and landed strong ground 
forces. But, British naval forces had to withdraw in 
haste, to escape brutal punishment from the Nazi 
air arm. 



LEARN THE HARD WAY ? 

'Thus the world's largest, most experienced, and 
most courageous navy, even with the help of its 
own aviation arm, failed utterly to block a hostile 
force in a water area — this against an enemy prac- 
tically devoid of naval strength. 

'BATTLE OF BRITAIN: The second surprising 
lesson — one which showed the limitation of Nazi 
air power — was furnished by the long ordeal of the 
Battle of Britain. 

'Germany was the attacker; her bombers would 
have to be escorted by fighters (a fundamental 
weakness of all existent long range bombers, as 
Technocracy Inc. has frequently pointed out).**** 
The basic ingredient of the Luftwaffe was the Stu- 
kas dive-bomber.

'CRETE: With the Battle of Britain stalemated by

WHEN 

• Technocracy originated in the winter of 1918-1919 
when Howard Scott formed a group of scientists, en- 
gineers and economists that became known in 1920 as 
the Technical Alliance — a research organization. In 
1930 the group was first known as Technocracy. In 
1933 it was incorporated under the laws of the State of 
New York as a non-profit, non-political, non-sectarian 
membership organization. In 1934 Howard Scott, Di- 
rector-in-Chief, made his first Continental lecture tour 
which laid the foundations of the present nation-wide 
membership organization. Since 1934 Technocracy has 
grown steadily without any spectacular spurts, revi- 
vals, collapses or rebirths. This is in spite of the fact 
that the press has generally 'held the lid' on Technoc- 
racy, until early in 1942 when it made the tremendous 
discovery' that Technocracy had been reborn suddenly, 
full-fledged with all its members, headquarters, etc., in 
full swing! 

WHAT 

• Technocracy is the only American social movement 
with an American program which has become wide- 
spread in America. It has no affiliation with any other 
organization, group or association either in America or 
elsewhere. 

• The basic unit of Technocracy is the chartered Sec- 
tion consisting of a minimum of 25 members and run- 
ning up to several hundred. 

• It is not a commercial organization or a political 
party; it has no financial subsidy or eiiclownier>+ and 
has no debts. Technocracy is supported entirely by the j 
dues and donations of its own members. The wide- 
spread membership activities of Technocracy are per- 
formed voluntarily; no royalties, commissions or bonu- 
ses are paid, and only a small full-time staff receives 
subsistence allowances. The annual dues are $5.00 which 
are paid by the member to his local Section. 

• Members wear the chromium and vermilion insignia 
of Technocracy — the Monad, an ancient generic symbol 
signifying balance. 

WHERE 

• There are units and members of Technocracy in al- 
most every State, and in addition there are members in 
Alaska. Hawaii, Panama, Puerto Rico and in numerous 
other places with the Armed Forces. 

• Members of Techocracy are glad to travel many miles 
to discuss Technocracy's Victory Program with any in- 
terested people and Continental Headquartres will be 
pleased to inform anyone of the location of the nearest 
Technocracy unit. 

WHO 

• Technocracy was built in America by Americans. It 
is composed of American citizens of all walks of life. 
Technocracy's membership is a composite of all the oc- 
cupations, economic levels, races and religions which 
make up this country. Membership is open only to 
American citizens. Aliens, Asiatics and politicians are 
not eligible. (By politicians is meant those holding 
elective political office or active office in any political 
party). 

• Doctor, lawyer, storekeeper, farmer, mechanic, teacher, 
preacher or housewife — as long as you are a patriotic 
American — you are welcome in Technocracy.
